Assassins Pose as Police. 
“We're from Police Headquar- 
ters,”’ one of the men said as the 


door was opened. “We want to see 
Vito.” 

Vito, using a telephone in a hall, 
heard the words and ran upstairs, 
either because he recognized ene- 
mies Or because he feared arrest. 
He drew an automatic pistol as he 
ran, but made no use of it, 

One of the visitors chased him 
upstairs, pulling a submachine gun 
from under his coat. The other 
man, flourishing a pistol, ordered 
the women and children into a liv- 
ing room and then ran upstairs. 
Vito had a hiding place. He ran 
into a rear bedroom, passed into 
a closet and opened a panel to 
crawl into an attic-like space under 
the sloping roof. He closed the 
panel behind him. 

The assassins searched a minute 
in the front of the house, kicking 
things out of their way, and then 
came to the hiding place. Vito, 
the gunman, was in there, sitting 
on his pistol, too frightened to de- 
fend himself or, possibly but not 
probably, thinking his pursuers 
were policemen. 

Vito was a fat man and he doubt- 
lessly breathed heavily. The as- 
Sassins kicked in the thin . panel. 
Vito crouched against the rafters 
at the northeast corner of the 
building, his left side turned to the 
light. 

Those downstairs heard the 
drumming of the submachine gun 
and fled to the house of a neigh- 
bor, from which a telephone mes- 
Sage was sent to police. When po- 
lice arrived the assassins were 
gone. The house was filled with 
smoke. But not from Giannola’s 
weapon. Seven cartridges were in 
his pistol, and an extra clip of 
cartridges was in his coat. 

Police found the body slumped 
in the corner, and removed it te 
the Morgue. 

Giannola was 34 years old. For 
years he had a butcher shop near 
Seventh and O’Fallon streets. He 
was considered ruthless even then. 
Angelo Pastori, a cafe chef who re- 
fused to buy Giannola’s meats, was 
found murdered under the Kings- 
highway viaduct several years ago. 
Police had their suspicions, but’ 
no tangible evidence. 

In recent years Giannola was a 
wholesale corn sugar merchant and 
with his brother and friends dom- 
inated the moonshine liquor traffic 
around St. Louis. The gang also 
carried on a narcotic trade, and 
by terroristic methods collected 
tribute from Italian merchants. 

A year ago last September Vito 
Giannola was shot and seriously 
wounded. Police heard he and 
some of his gang engaged Cuckoo 
gangsters near Edwardsville and 
Giannola was accidentally wound- 
ed by one of his own men Later 
the Italians, having made peace 
with the Cuckoos, began shooting 
each other.

Mrs. Marie Sita, 18 years old, 
daughter of Mrs. Cusamapno, cor- 
roborated the mother’s story in 
general details. 

“Vito came to the house about 
20 minutes before the two men got 
there,” she testified. “Vito was 
telephoning when there was a 
knock at the front door. He hung 
up the phone and said, ‘Someone 
is at the door.’ Then he ran wup- 
stairs. 

“IT went to the door. The men 
were pounding loudly and and 
shouting, ‘We're police officers, Let 
us in or we'll shoot.’ I opened the 
door a little ways. «They were 
shabbily dressed and I was afraid. 
They pushed through the door 
when I held my foot against it, 

“One man rushed ahead to 
search the house. The other man 
asked me, ‘Where is Vito Gian- 
nola?’ I did not answer. I asked 
him not to shoot my. mother and 
me, but to let us leave. Both men 
then disappeared somewhere in 
the house and we ran to a neigh- 
bor’s and called the police.”

Keyes said that 
Wagner’s report meant nothing to 
him and that he would demand the 
death penalty for the confessed 
kidnaper, 

Autopsy Surgeon Explains Report. 

An announcement that District- 
Attorney Keyes and County Au- 
topsy Surgeon Wagner would con- 
fer concerning their opinions as to 
the cause of the gir’s death, was 
nade by Wagner. 

“There was no comfort what- 
ever to the defense in my state- 
ment,” said Wagner. He explained 
that he had not intended to con- 
vey any thought whatever’ that 
would lessen the guilt of the girl’s 
kidnaper and murderer. Wagner 
said he only reported on the 
pathological showings, and. that 
Hickman alone was responsible be- 
cause the child’s death occurred 
during the commission of a felony 
by him. 

Wagner’s statement was support- 
ed by County Coroner Frank 
Nance, who issued this statement: 

“The autopsy surgeon’s state- 
ment seems to have been misin- 


terpreted by some persons not well 
informed in legal matters. 

“The facts are that the physical 
signs of strangulation were not 
present, but death was due to the 


act of strangulation. 

“In other words, she died as the 
result of the act but before physi- 
cal signs could develop to a suf- 
ficient degree to be recognized at 
the post mortem examination. 

“Such an act constitutes murder 
in the first degree and in no way 
exonerates the perpetrator of the 
murder or aids in his defense.” 

Questioned By U. S. Attorney.

Hickman Says He Killed Girl to 
Protect Own Safety.

—The Examiner prints a verbatim 
copy of a supplemental confession 
giving to its représentative yester- 
day by ‘William E. Hickman, ad- 
mitted kidnaper and slayer of Ma- 
rian Parker. 

Writing of his motives for the 
murder Hickman said: 

“In the first place I feared that 
my apartment might be searched 
on Saturday and the girl would be 
found. The search was spreading 
over the city and I expected that 
he Belleyue Apartments would be 
searched any time. I was afraid 
to leave her there or take her 
out. My instinct to protect myself 
and avoid suspicion or arrest at 
this dangerous time caused me to 
use this terrible caution. 

“In killing the girl and hiding 
parts of the body I hoped to avoid 
notice if searched. It would also 
be possible to safely transfer the 
suitcase without suspicion of and 


the ransom. without danger of be- 
ing stopped, and caught before 
reaching the place of meeting. I 
considered the ransom, or this 
means of getting college expenses, 
more important than the life of 
Marian. I had the idea that I 
should get what I wanted without 
regard to the cost. : 

“Since my high school] days I 
had suffered from a peculiar com- 
plex. As a diversion from my 
school studies, a desire to commit 
crime seemed to gradually over- 
come and control me. I reasoned 
with religion and drew the conclu- 
sion that it was not based upon 
absolute reason. My extreme sen- 
sitiveness and pride caused me to 
suffer much discomfort from s0- 
ciety. 

‘This together with my deep 
thoughts on religious differences 
and variances brought a terrible 
shock to my sense of morality and 
helps to explain this complex un- 
der which I have suffered. I do 
not think I am crazy or insane, but 
I believe this complex borders 
losély to them and cannot be con- 
idered too lightly as my motive in 
this crime.”

Captain in uniform at the Charles- 
town Navy Yard as “a civilian ex- 
a The “expert” was a middle- 
aged man, soberly dressed with 
well-worn shoes, a leather coat, a 
suit of plain mixture, a plain 
white shirt and a dull necktie. He 
clutched a gray cap in nervous 
hands. : 

“This is the expert, gentlemen,” 
said the Captain. ‘“‘He will tell yeu 
observations and conclusions.” 
“The navy is doing everything 
possible,” Shambaugh began. “i 
have been watching them all day, 
and they are doing wonderful 
work. Why, do you realize, those 
divers have to go down 100 feet 
before they begin to work? Gosh, 
I think I'd be doing pretty good if 
I just got down 100 feet, with ‘all 
those weights and heavy shoes, to 
Say nothing of getting up again.” 

Invited by Admiral Brumby. 

Shambaugh arrived at the navy

“Did they know you at the navy 
yard?” he was asked. 

“Oh, no, I had a long telegram 
from Admiral Brumby.

Not an Expert at All. 

Under questioning he conceded 
he was not an expert at all.

TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Dec. 29. 
—The body of William “Dutch” 
Rebec, rum runner and member of 
the shattered Egan’s Rats gang of 
St. Louis, was found today in @ 
ditch by the roadside west of here. 
He had been shot once through 
the jaw. 

A farmer, Steve Sommers, heard 
an automobile drive up in front 
of his house at 3:30 a. m., leave 
and then return a few minutes 
later. He looked out and saw a 
coupe. At 7 o'clock, after daylight, 
he got up to investigate and found 
the body. 

Rebec had just recovered from 
serious wounds suffered the night 
of Sept. 20 in a hand-to-hand fight 
with Clifford Donham at the Trac- 
tion Terminal Arcade in Terre 
Haute. The two men fought with 
their firsts while hundreds of spec- 
tators looked on. Then Donham 
drew his. pistol and fired four 
shots. Rebec was hit twice in the 
chest. An old liquor feud was said 
to have been the ¢ause of the fight. 

Police knew him as a rum run- 
ner and robber of liquor caravans 
on the Indidna highways. In 1924. 
when he was sticking close to his 
St. Louls haunts, he was suspected 
of participating in a series of hold- 
ups in Madison and St. Clair coun- 
ties, Illinois. 

Rebec had been running liquor 
through Missouri, Indiana and Il- 
linois in 1925 while the Egan gang 
still was flourishing. He quarreled 
with Floyd Haverstick, alias Wash- 
burr, notorious East Side rum run- 
ner, and was accused of wounding 
Haverstick seriously ina gun fight.

CHICAGO, Dec. 293.—A com- 


bination “open air” subway and 
motor car speedway, constructed 


on the principle of the double-deck 
street, has been outlined for Chi- 
cago by Mayor Thompson. 

The plan calls for “subway” 
tracks close to the sidewalks of the 
lower street level. The center of 
'the substreet, open to the sky, 
would be used for high speed mo- 
tor traffic. On the upper level 
would be stores, sidewalks and, on 
either side of the opening above 
the speedway, lanes for slow mov- 
ing motor traffic. 

Cross streets would be carried 
over ‘the open cut speedways by 
bridges, with ramps connecting the 
two levels.

TWO ROADS. 

From the Springfield (0. News. 

WO American newspapers which can be 

depended upon to take an intelligent, 
broad-minded, liberal] attitude toward a4 
public question are the New York World, 
directed by one son of Joseph Pulitzer, and 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, directed by an- 
other son of Joseph Pulitzer. The question 
ecently settled by the Senate as to whether 
Smith and Vare should be permitted to si 
in the Senate while their right to their seats 
is being further investigated was for dis- 
interested minds much of a puzzler. Was 
it right to deprive Llinois and Pennsylvania 
of their Senators because Illinois and Penn- 
sylvania had let their Senators be elected 
by scandalous means? 

Conscientious, disinteresteqd Senators di- 
vided on the question. And so did the two 
Pulitzer papers. The World said no, the 
Senate had no right to throw out two Sena- 
tors just because they reeked with political 
filth. Their states had elected them. If 
their states wanted to be represented in 
that way, that was the lookout of their 
states. The World, admitting it was hold- 
ing its nose while it did it, said that. 
Post-Dispatch, on the other hand, 
that this was a mere technicality. 
The moral sense of the country had been 
offended by the Mlinois and Pennsylvania 
election. To let Smith and Vare take their 
places in the Senate would be “a notice 
that seats in the Senate could be bought in 
the interest of organized wealth and organ- 
ized plunderers. This precedent would lay 
the Senate open to the control of wealth 
and special interests. It would thus defeat 
the very ends of free constitutional gov- 
ernment.” 

When thoughtful and patriotic men come 
to such opposite conclusions, less towering 
intellects may feel justified tn deciding the 
case according to their sympathies. [It ts 
quite possible that evil results may follow 
a refusal of Senate seats on other than 
technically constitutional grounds. Perhaps 
even the action in this Case grows out 6f a 
precedent. In the passion of war time the 
national House repeatedly refused his seat 
to a man the regularity of whose election 
was undisputed, but whose opinions it ab- 
horred. The unseating of Berger has been 
employed as an argument for the unseat- 
ing of Vare and Smith. 

On the other hand, as the Post-Dispatch 
argued, there ts a moral risk in making 
terms with political leprosy. The barring 
of Vare and Smith may have strained the 
technicalities. At the same time it certainly 
har clarified the moral
